The p o ssib ilities o f q u ick tax redu ctio n and 
sp ending sp eed-u p s will b e stu died b y a Cab inet-lev el 
gro u p , Jo hnso n to ld Co ngress, 
as a p art o f a “majo r and co ­ 
o rdinated effo rt to rev iew o u r 
readiness” fo r the war’s end — 
a day still no t fo reseen, he em­ 
p hasized. 


MODERATE GAINS 
The anno u ncement came in 
his annu al eco no mic rep o rt. In 
it, Jo hnso n fo recast a mo derate 
adv ance o f the eco no my thro u gh 
1967 , if it can b e steered p ast

Marin County Supervisors can 
require a pre-bid, equal hiring 
agreement from contractors for 
the $1.3 million community 
mental health center, but the 
financial risk is all theirs. 
This was the effect of a letter 
directors of the Marin Hospital 
District agreed to send to 
supervisors last night. 
The hospital board also urged 
supervisors to reconsider their 
requirement for the pre-bid 
agreement, fearing it wi l l 
“sabotage the whole project,” in 
the words of director Irving D. 
Chapman. 
The board rejected an amend­ 
ed agreement between the coun­ 
ty and the district which would 
have required the two agencies 
to share equally any unforeseen, 
extra expenses in construction 
of the center. 
The board noted it has agreed 
to pay $333.264 toward the pro­ 
ject and can pay no more. Of 
funds for the project. $150.000 
were raised by a district tax for 
capital improvement, an equal 
amount by public subscription, 


and $33.264 has been pledged. 
Harold F. Reide, attorney for 
the district, said the district 
cannot levy another capital im­ 
provement tax for three years. 
“Where would you get the 
money if you had to pay more?” 
he asked. 
Riede urged the board to 
either insist on $333,264 as the 
limit to the district's liability on 
the project or insist that the 
equal hiring agreement, adopted 
by 3-2 vote of supervisors, be 
removed. 
The board agreed on the ceil­ 
ing for the district contribution 
to the project, but also urged 
that supervisors abandon the 
civil rights clause.

Ibach said she feared the clause 
will force bids too high when 
they come in at the end of 
February and may jeopardize 
the project.

SAIGON — More than 1,000 
A m e r i c a n combat troops,

Delta, moved today into their 
new post at My Tho 45 miles 
southwest of Saigon on the 
banks of the muddy Mekong 
River, a U.S. spokesman said. 
The troops are part of the 
Army's 9th Infnatry Dvision. 
The spokesman said they 
formed the headquarters de­ 
tachment of the division's third 
brigade along with a reinforced 
battalion. More troops are 
expected to follow shortly. 
The contingent joined engineer 
and support units which had 


moved into the delta base camp 
Jan. 10. 
The entry of U. S. combat 
forces into the delta, where 
large sections are under Viet 
Cong domination, came during 
one of the periodic lulls in 
fighting in the Vietnam war. 
The U. S. and South Vietnam­ 
ese military commands report­ 
ed only small ground skirmishes 
in widely scattered sectors. 
Over North Vietnam, monsoon 
rains and heavy cloud cover 
once again hampered U. S. air 
raids. American bombing pilots 
flew only 41 mission yesterday. 
The bad weather is expected 
to continue for the next six 
weeks.

At the close of the session, 
Board President Carl J. Brown 
read Castro's letter of resigna­ 
tion, which said Castro had 
doctor’s orders to restrict his 
activity. 
Castro, president of Campbell- 
Castro Leasing Co. in Corte 
Madera, was elected to a four- 
year term on the board in April, 
1965. 
Under the San Rafael City 
Charter, the San Rafael City 
Council is slated to fill the va­ 
cancy on the board in 20 days. 
If the council fails to fill the 
vacancy in that time, it will be 
filled by the board of education. 


The San Raiael Board of Edu­ 
cation last night took a look at 
the policy of releasing teachers 
under contract during the school 
year. 
Board members accepted the 
resignation of Prosper Boutet, 
social science teacher and for­ 
mer department head at San 
Rafael High School, effective 
Friday, Boutet will become a 
social sciences teacher at San 
Francisco State College, report­ 
ed Alan Ellsberg, San Rafael 
High School principal.

This firm, yet airy cheesecake 
filling is surrounded by a but­ 
tery crumb crust and set in a 
springform pan for easy un­ 
molding. Since it can be made 
ahead and refrigerated for a 
day or more, it’s an excellent 
recipe to serve at a ladies’ 
luncheon or any occasion when 
you don’t have time for last 
minute fixing. 
GLORIFY YOUR Pineapple 
Chiffon Cheesecake with a top­ 
ping of ruby-red cherries for 
February entertaining. They’re 
the easiest part of the whole 
dessert. Simply heat canned 


cherry pie filling, adding a little 
almond extract and a tablespoon 
of butter. Spoon on a generous 
amount of cherry topping just 
before you slice and serve the 
cheesecake.

14 cups graham c r a c k e r

Add small amount of 
hot mixture to egg yolks; return 
all to saucepan. Cook 1 ad­ 
ditional minute. Add softened 
gelatin; stir until dissolved. 
Pour into bowl; cool to luke­ 
warm. Add cottage cheese, pine- 
aple with syrup, lemon rind and 
juice to gelatin mixture. In a 
small mixing bowl beat egg 
whites until foamy, continue 
beating; gradually add sugar 
and beat until stiff peaks form, 


j Fold beaten egg whites into 
I cheese mixture. Whip cream un­ 
til stiff; fold into mixture. Pour 
into crust; chill until set. To pre 
pare Topping: In a 1-quart 
saucepan cook cherry pie filling 
over medium heat, stirring oc­ 
casionally, for about 5 minutes. 
Stir in butter to melt. Add al­ 
mond extract. Chill sauce; 
spoon over cheesecake. Chill 
several hours before serving.

Individual meat pies from 
leftover stews topped with 
leftover mashed potatoes, bis­ 
cuit or pastry topping are 
convenient to have to bake 
directly from the freezer.

Is A Snap 
To Prepare 
Condensed onion sauce gives 
the gravy for beef round steak 
after the meat's been braised in 
it. That makes this saucy as 
well as snappy! 
One whole round steak, or 
portions of the round, may be 
used, says meat expert, Reba 
Staggs. If the market sells the 
round as bottom or top round 
steaks, one steak of each kind 
will give approximately the 
same amount, as will two of 
either. 
Soup will contain most of the 
seasonings, accented only with a 
bit of celery seed and chili 
sauce. 
SAUCY STEAK 
1 Beef round steak, cut 4-inch 
thick

Thrifty homemakers will count 
heavily on supplies of ground 
meat when they work at balanc­ 
ing their budgets. For variety’s 
sake, they select from beef as 
well as lamb, pork and veal. 
Patties are a favorite entree 
because they cook quickly. A 
combination of pork and veal 
with their seasonings can add 
interest to menus. The patties 
will take approximately 20 min­ 
utes of cooking time. 
Spicy flavor comes from oreg­ 
ano and sage and cayenne pep­ 
per if it’s used. A small amount 
of brown sugare enhances the 
flavor of these mildly flavored 
meats. 
Serve them a t t r a c t i v e l y 
around a rice ring, its center 
filled with mixed vegetables. 
The salad might be a molded 
apple and cranberry combina­ 
tion with gingerbread and whip­ 
ped cream as the dessert. 
SPICY PORK PATTIES 
14 pounds ground pork 
4 pound ground veal 
2 teaspoons salt 
*4 teaspoon pepper 


2 tablespoons minced parsley 
14 teaspoons oregano 
1 teaspoon sage 
4 teaspoon cayenne pepper, 
if desired 
2 tablespoons water 
Combine pork, veal, salt, pep­ 
per, brown sugar, parsley, oreg­ 
ano, sage and cayenne pepper. 
Shape into 8 patties. Place pat­ 
ties in frying-pan. Add water, 
cover tightly and cook slowly 


10 minutes. Remove cover and 
cook patties slowly until browned 
on both sides, about 20 minutes. 
8 servings.

The following year, several 
other doctors assisted and the 
program was broadened. Last 
summer the project was ex­ 
panded, with two teams of about 
20 trained persons. They gave 
15,000 children tuberculin skin 
tests, about 14,000 BCG immuni­ 
zation against TB, and more 
than 3.000 chest x-rays. Two 
physicians remained in Zacapu 
to help set up a clinical labora­ 
tory. train local technicians, es­ 
tablish a well baby clinic, and 
start a mass immunization pro­ 
gram against childhood diseases. 
The clinic has expanded from 
three to 15 beds, half of a 10- 
acres site for a future 50-bed 
hospital has been donated by a 
Mexican physician, and plans 
are being made for a continuing 
health care program for rural 
Mexicans. 
The project has been carried 
on without funds from either 
government and without backing 
by any large foundation. Rather, 
the people of Marin and of Zaca­ 
pu have made it possible — with 
much of the financial load borne 
by Dr. Hahn.

15,000 children tuberculin skin 
tests, about 14,000 BCG immuni­ 
zation against TB, and more 
than 3.000 chest x-rays. Two 
physicians remained in Zacapu 
to help set up a clinical labora­ 
tory. train local technicians, es­ 
tablish a well baby clinic, and 
start a mass immunization pro­ 
gram against childhood diseases. 
The clinic has expanded from 
three to 15 beds, half of a 10- 
acres site for a future 50-bed 
hospital has been donated by a 
Mexican physician, and plans 
are being made for a continuing 
health care program for rural 
Mexicans. 
The project has been carried 
on without funds from either 
government and without backing 
by any large foundation. Rather, 
the people of Marin and of Zaca­ 
pu have made it possible — with 
much of the financial load borne 
by Dr. Hahn.

Senate Gets Bills To Tighten 


States' Anti-Obscenity Laws

The measures, drafted by 
Atty . Gen. 
Thomas Ly nch's 
adv isory committee on obscen­ 
ity , and Lt. Gov . Robert Finch, 
are desig ned to carry out the 
p urp ose of the Reag an admin­ 
istration in cutting down the 
flow of p ornog rap hic material, 
and at the same time p rotect 
the rig hts of the p eop le, av oid 
censorship , and meet 
other 
objections to the constitutional 
matter on obscene literature, 
which was defeated last No­ 
v ember. 


LAGOMARSINO SAID one 
bill adds a new section to the 
sale of ‘harmful’ matter to 


p ersons under the ag e of 18. 
The nex t bill rewrites Cal­ 
ifornia’s anti-obscenity law7 to 
include stricter ruling s of the 
United States Sup reme court 
in the Ginsburg and Mishkin 
cases. 
This second bill, also p ro­ 
hibiting sale of ‘harmful’ m at­ 
ter to p ersons under 18, de­ 
scribes such matters as ap ­ 
p ealing to the p rurient inter­ 
est which “ g oes substantially 
bey ond customary limits of 
candor in descrip tion or rep ­ 
resentation of such matters, 
and is a m atter the redeeming 
social imp ortance of which is 
substantially 
less 
than 
its 
p rurient ap p eal ” 


THE BILL STATES the p re­ 
dominant ap p eal to p rurient in­ 
terest of the m atter is judg ed

It ex emp ts p ublic li­ 
braries. acting in aid of a 
leg itimate scientific or edu­ 
cational p urp ose, and p arents 
from its effect. 


In carry ing out the Mishkin 
case decision, the bills incor­ 
p orate 
t h e 
sup reme 
court 
ruling by p rov iding that the 
p redominant ap p eal to p rur­ 
ient interest is judg ed with 
reference to av erag e adults 
unless it ap p ears, it is desig ned 
for 
s p e c i a l l y 
suscep tible 
g roup s. 


The Ginsburg ruling is in­ 
corp orated by p rov iding that 
where the circumstances of 
p roduction, sale, etc., indicate 
that the m atter is being com­ 
mercially 
ex p loited 
for 
its 
p rurient ap p eal, in which case 
such ev idence can be used to 
justify a conclusion that the 
matter is obscene. 
In the Ginsburg case, the 
court found that ev en thoug h 
the material by itseli was not 
obscene, it was found to be 
obscene when all circumstan­ 
ces of sale. etc.. were taken 
into consideration.

Hosp ital in 19 6 5 asking our 
help in p rov iding Marin v ol­ 
unteers to serv e at Nap a. We 
are associated with other in­ 
terested ag encies in a Coord­ 
inating Council, whose p urp ose 
is to bring more nonp rofes­ 
sionals into an understanding 
relationship with the mentally 
ill. 
For two and one-half y ears 
we sp onsored an ev ening rec­ 
reation p rog ram for mental 
p atients at Ross Hosp ital. Our 
v olunteers include a g roup of 
g irls from Katharine Branson 
School. 
This afternoon, throug h the 
Council, a social club op ened 
for the first time, to serv e ex ­ 
mental p atients. 
Guided by 
Miss Elinor Wolfe, a p rofes­ 
sional loaned to the p roject by 
YWCA, 
club

meet weekly from 2 to 4 p .m. 
at St. Paul’s Ep iscop al Church, 
San Rafael.

Fluoridation 


On Our Rights 


Editor. Indep endent-Journal: 
The question of fluoridation 
of our water sup p ly is ag ain 
being broug ht up . May I say 
that the real issue is the rig ht 
of the indiv idual to determine 
what shall be done to and with 
his body , dead or aliv e, as long 
as in the ex ercise of that rig ht, 
he does not infring e on the 
equal rig hts of his fellowmen. 
Fluoridation of our drinking 
water may imp ose an ex traor­ 
dinary risk on certain indiv id­ 
uals, who by reason of occup a­ 
tion or env ironmental circum­ 
stances, state of health and 
dietary habits, are already ex ­ 
p osed to a relativ ely hig h in­ 
take of fluoride. 
One oral surg eon and au­ 


thority on dentistry for chil­ 
dren stated that the TV p ro­ 
g rams which fascinate 3 and 
4-v ear-olds and 
temp t their 
taste for tooth-damag ing can­ 
dies, soft drinks, ice cream, 
chewing g um and sug ar-coated 
cereal, and the school cafeteri­ 
as selling these 
“ tooth de­ 
stroy ers” in many forms, must 
share the blame for the na­ 
tion's mounting rate of dental 
caries. He urg ed dentists to 
p reach moderation in the con­ 
sump tion of sug ar containing 
food and drink as “ the most 
effectiv e way ” to solv e this 
tremendous p roblem of dental 
decay . 
From the Nutritional Bio­ 
chemistry Lab. of the Massa­ 
chusetts Institute of Technol­ 
og y , quote: “ There is p lenty of 
ev idence that one p art p er mil­ 
lion of fluorine or a little more 
in the drinking water, inter­ 
feres 
with 
enzy me 
sy stems 
which 
are 
inv olv ed 
in 
the 
g rowth of bones and in the 
functioning of nerv e tissue.” 
Fluoridation is comp ulsory 
medication of such a nature as 
to be contrary to human rig hts 
and no g ov ernment has the 
rig ht to order it. 
We who are op p osed to fluo­ 
ridation do not w ish to dep riv e 
those who want to drink fluori­ 
dated water. Fluorine tablets 
may be secured at the drug ­ 
g ist and p laced in a g lass of 
water. It is unnecessary and 
ex p ensiv e to fluoridate the p ub­ 
lic water and use it for filling 
up 
p ools, 
washing 
clothes, 
fig hting fires, etc. etc. 
Keep our water sup p ly p ure, 
safe for ev ery body , and not 
use it as a v ehicle for drug s.

“It’s the latest way to travel, 
or so say a growing group of 
devotees on the campus,” the 
university student paper said 
yesterday. They sniff it. 
“It can produce much the 
same 
effects 
as 
psychedelic 
drugs, 
they claim, 
and 
it’s 
cheaper to obtain.” 
James Briscoe, the Daily staff 
man who wrote the article, said 
20 or 30 men and women stu­ 
dents were in the original group 
of sniffers. Briscoe said he had 
the impression other groups are 


forming. 
One student told of buying the 
gas, nitrous oxide, wholesale 
from a medical supply house. 
“They think I am anesthetizing 
rats,” he explained. 
“When 
you inhale 
ii you 
reach a high and then after a 
minute it goes away,” a tall 
blonde sniffer reported. “But 
after several shots the high be­ 
comes sort of stabilized and 
lasts for awhile.” 
Campus medical authorities 
were somewhat skeptical about 
the reported similarity between 
nitrous oxide and psychedelic 
drugs. 


| ‘“Like all anesthetics, it acts 
as a depressant,” said Dr. Mau­ 
rice Osborne, director of the 
Stanford health center. “One of 
the first areas of the brain to 
be numbed is the cortex, which 
provides the so-called civilizing 
influences for man. 
“ And, administered in suffi­ 
cient amounts, the gas could 
produce all the states of anes­ 
thesia, including the final stage 
—death.”

SACRAMENTO - Assembly­ 
man William T. Bagley today 
introduced 35 amendments to his 
bill (AB-2), designed to overhaul 
the inheritance tax appraisal 
system. 
At a press conference this 
morning, he and Controller 
Houston I. Flournoy said the 
new system can save as much 
as $4 million to heirs of estates 
and eliminate political appoint­ 
ments by the state controller. 
Flournoy said the 154 inheri­ 
tance tax appraisers will be 
abolished, possibly by the end of 
the year. 
The new controller said his 
“Flournoy Plan” is a combina­ 
tion of self-appraisal, adminis­ 
trative action, and appraisal by 
professional state appraisers. 


S A C R A M E N T O-Bills to 
strengthen the open meeting law 
for local agencies and provide 
a comprehensive open meeting 
statute for state agencies were 
introduced in the Legislature

San Rafael: 830 Third Street 
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Teen-Age Dance Hall 
Permit Turned Down 


A proposal to turn a vacant 
warehouse at 20 Front Street 
into a ballroom for teen-agers 
died last night, largely the vic­ 
tim of its own vagueness, at a 
hearing before the San Rafael 
Planning Commission. 
Donald A. Batchelder of Mill 
Valley, applying for a use per­ 
mit, told the commission there 
was need for such an establish­ 
ment in Marin County, but was 
unable to specify the exact na­ 
ture of the enterprise. 


POLICE OBJECT 
In answer to commissioners’ 
questions, he said as many as a 
thousand might attend the pro­ 
posed Friday and Saturday night 
dances, but then again, maybe 
not so many. “ What it would all 
lead to," he said, “ is hard to say 
at this point." 


Strongest objections to the pro­ 
posal came from Police Lt. Lin­ 
coln M. 
Borba, representing 
Chief Charles J. Chiesa. 
Borba said large numbers of 
juveniles would creat crowd con­ 
trol problems and be disturbing 
to residents of a nearby apart­ 
ment house. He also found the 
location unsuitable because of 
its proximity to Bermuda Palms 
Motel, where, he noted, liquor 
is sold and “ adult shows" are 
put on. 


Barbo also said there were 
several car sale lots nearby and 
that “ the temptation would be 
too much for them not to take 
cars . . . possibly damaging

POLICE CRITICIZED 
Batchelder rejoined sharply 
that one of the big failures of the 
police “ is in not working with 
people, but in trying to control 
them." Batchelder said he had 
never encountered any instance 
of drunkenness or any fighting 
at such dance halls, as he pro­ 
posed in San Francisco. 
Commissioner John A. Miski- 
men said to Borba: “ We’ve 
heard these police objections on 
several occasions. Just where 
would be a suitable place for a 
thing like this, as far as the 
police are concerned?" 
Borba replied that “ any iso­ 
lated place" where teen-agers 
could “ make all the noise they 
wanted" would be all right.

North Must Protect Its 


Sha re Of Highway Funds 


Two bills introduced in the state 
Assembly seek to divert a share of the 
Northern California highway construc­ 
tion funds to Southern California. 
The traditional split of highway gas 
tax funds (45 per cent for Northern 
California and 55 per cent for South­ 
ern California), which was a formula 
worked out about 40 years ago, is 
threatened by the reapportioned Leg­ 
islature. 
Northern California, the area north 
of the Tehachapis, has about 56 per 
cent of the state highway mileage but 
only about 40 per cent of the popula­ 
tion and vehicle registration. 
Bills authored by Southern Legis­ 
lators seek a 60-40 split of the gas tax 
funds. 
Assemblyman William T. Bagley, R- 
San Rafael, has assured the Redwood 
Empire that a 60-40 split is not likely 
because Southern California legislat­ 
ors will recognize both north and south 
are parts of an integrated whole, and 
that the highways of the north are just 
as important as highways of the south. 
We wish we could share the Assem­ 
blyman's confidence in the outcome of 
the 60-40 proposal, but we are frankly 
concerned. 


Powerful voices are being raised in 
Southern California to divert the gas 
tax funds to help solve metropolitan 
Los Angeles' impossible transit mud­ 
dle. If the amount taken from gas tax 
funds to support the Los Angeles rapid 
transit projects happens to equal the 
amount of gas tax funds taken away 
from Northern California and handed 
over to Southern California, the north 
in effect would be paying for Los An­ 
geles' metropolitan rapid transit. 
In his speech before the Redwood 
Empire Assn. last Friday in Tiburón, 
Assemblyman Bagley expressed opti­ 
mism over the 60-40 proposal, predict­ 
ing that such a proposal would not get 
out of the Assembly and ‘ might be 
swept under the rug.'’ 
At the same time, he issued a warn­ 
ing that should be heeded: 
All groups like the Redwood Empire 
Assn. which are interested in North­ 
ern California's economic progress and 
well-being must let their thoughts on 
these matters known to the new Ad­ 
ministration in Sacramento and to 
their legislators. 
It will take concerted actiton and ef­ 
fective expression to protect the inter­ 
ests of Northern California.

More Americans Now Favor 
Some Kind Of Revenue Sharing

SACRAMENTO (CNS) - 
Two bills strengthening the 
anti-obscenity laws of Califor­ 
nia have been introduced in 
the Senate on behalf of the 
Reagan administration by Sen. 
Robert .1. Lagomarsino, R- 
Ventiira. 
The measures, drafted by 
Atty. Gen. Thomas Lynch’s 
advisory committee on obscen­ 
ity, and Lt. Gov. Robert Finch, 
are designed to carry out the 
purpose of the Reagan admin­ 
istration in cutting down the 
flow of pornographic material, 
and at the same time protect 
the rights of the people, avoid 
censorship, and meet other 
objections to the constitutional 
matter on obscene literature, 
which was defeated last No­ 
vember. 
LAGOMARSINO SAID one 
bill adds a new section to the 
sale of ‘harmful’ matter to

persons under the age of 18. 
The next bill rewrites Cal­ 
ifornia's anti-obscenity law to 
include stricter rulings of the 
United States Supreme court 
in the Ginsburg and Mishkin 
cases. 
This second bill, also pro­ 
hibiting sale of ‘harmful’ mat­ 
ter to persons under 18. de­ 
scribes such matters as ap­ 
pealing to the prurient inter­ 
est which “goes substantially 
beyond customary limits of 
candor in description or rep­ 
resentation of such matters, 
and is a matter the redeeming 
social importance of which is 
substantially less than 
its 
prurient appeal ” 
THE BILL STATES the pre­ 
dominant appeal to prurient in­ 
terest of the matter is judged 
with reference to average 
children of the same general 
age of the child to whom it 
was distributed. 
Lagomarsino quotes the Su-

preme Court as saying: 
“WE RECOGNIZE the le­ 
gitimate and indeed exigent 
interests of state and locali­ 
ties throughout the nation in 
preventing the dissemination 
of material deemed harmful 
to children. But that interest 
does not justify a total suppres­ 
sion of such material, the ef­ 
fect of which would be to re­ 
duce the adult population to 
reading only what is fit for 
children. 
“State and local authorities 
might well consider whether 
their objectives in this area 
would be better served by laws 
aimed specifically at prevent­ 
ing distribution of objection­ 
able material to children.” 
The senator said the bill 
seeks to prevent obscene ma­ 
terial which is harmful to 
children, and he believes the 
measure will help the situation 
a great deal. 
THE ME ASURE provides 
that reliance on specified doc­ 
uments as proof of age is a 
defense. It exempts public li­ 
braries, acting in aid of a 
legitimate scientific or edu­ 
cational purpose, and parents 
from its effect. 
In carrying out the Mishkin 
case decision, the bills incor­ 
porate t h e supreme court 
ruling by providing that the 
predominant appeal to prur­ 
ient interest is judged with 
reference to average adults 
unless it appears, it is designed 
for s p e c i a l l y susceptible 
groups. 
The Ginsburg ruling is in­ 
corporated by providing that 
where the circumstances of 
production, sale. etc.. indicate 
that the matter is being com­ 
mercially exploited for its 
prurient appeal, in which case 
such evidence can be used to 
justify a conclusion that the 
matter is obscene. 
In the Ginsburg case, the 
court found that even though 
the material by itself was not 
obscene, it was found to be 
obscene when all circumstan­ 
ces of sale, etc., were taken 
into consideration.

lt received new impetus 
from a request by Napa State 
Hospital in 1965 asking our 
help in providing Marin vol­ 
unteers to serve at Napa. We 
are associated with other in­ 
terested agencies in a Coord­ 
inating Council, whose purpose 
is to bring more nonprofes­ 
sionals into an understanding 
relationship with the mentally 
ill.For two and one-half years 
we sponsored an evening rec­ 
reation program for mental 
patients at Ross Hospital. Our 
volunteers include a group of 
girls from Katharine Branson 
School. 
This afternoon, through the 
Council, a social club opened 
for the first time, to serve ex­ 
mental patients. Guided by 
Miss Elinor Wolfe, a profes­ 
sional loaned to the project by 
YWCA, club members will 
meet weekly from 2 to 4 p.m. 
at St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, 
San Rafael. The program will 
be developed entirely by mem­ 
bers to meet their own needs 
and interests and help them 
again regain self-confidence 


The popular clergyman of a 
small-town congregation was 
obviously suffering from some 
undetermined ailment and fi­ 
nally was persuaded to con­ 
sult a leading doctor.

They are essential in the 
work of Marin Institute on Al­ 
coholism. supplementing pro­ 
fessional staff. Dr. Juhan Lii- 
kane. director of the new Com­ 
munity Mental Health Services 
alcoholism program, also ex­ 
presses the need for volun­ 
teers. 
Psychiatrist William L. Bew- 
ley, past president of MAMH, 
explains that the best efforts 
of professionals are often in­ 
effective unless the persons 
leaving a mental hospital have, 
“to a reasonable degree, these 
crucial factors: (1) family en­ 
vironment, (2) social environ­ 
ment. (31 employment.” Only 
the nonprofessional can pro­ 
vide these.

On Our Rights 
Editor. Independent-Journal: 
The question of fluoridation 
of our water supply is again 
being brought up. May I say 
that the real issue is the right 
of the individual to determine 
what shall be done to and with 
his body, dead or alive, as long 
as in the exercise of that right, 
he does not infringe on the 
equal rights of his fellowmen. 
Fluoridation of our drinking 
water may impose an extraor­ 
dinary risk on certain individ­ 
uals, who by reason of occupa­ 
tion or environmental circum­ 
stances. state of health and 
dietary habits, are already ex­ 
posed to a relatively high in­ 
take of fluoride.

From the Nutritional Bio­ 
chemistry Lab. of the Massa­ 
chusetts Institute of Technol­ 
ogy, quote: “There is plenty of 
evidence that one part per mil­ 
lion of fluorine or a little more 
in the drinking water, inter­ 
feres with enzyme systems 
which are involved in the 
growth of bones and in the 
functioning of nerve tissue.” 
Fluoridation is compulsory 
medication of such a nature as 
to be contrary to human rights 
and no government has the 
right to order it. 
We who are opposed to fluo­ 
ridation do not wish to deprive 
those who want to drink fluori­ 
dated water. Fluorine tablets 
may be secured at the drug­ 
gist and placed in a glass of 
water. It is unnecessary and 
expensive to fluoridate the pub­ 
lic water and use it for filling 
up pools, washing clothes, 
fighting fires, etc. etc. 
Keep our water supply pure, 
safe for everybody, and not 
use it as a vehicle for drugs.

Does Rep. Ford overstate it 
when he describes the 21 
layers of Federal bureaucracy 
running these grant programs 
as a nearly impenetrable 
“tangled thicket”? 
I give you the careful and 
detached judgment of in­ 
vestigative reporter Richard 
Harwood of the Washington 
Post who has been appraising 
the gap in the Great Society 
between promise and fulfill­ 
ment. He writes: 
“FROM THE CITY hall in 
St. Louis it is 719 miies to the 
F e d e r a l t r e a s u r y in 
Washington where the money 
for the Great Society is stored. 
“But to get that money, St. 
Louis officials may have to 
detour by way of Billings, 
Mont., Denver, Fort Worth, 
Tulsa, Omaha, Chicago, Ann

WHEN SEVERAL senators 
questioned the wisdom of ex­ 
tending aid to Indonesia while 
pro-Communist President Su­ 
karno continues in office, Rusk 
held that presents no real prob­ 
lem.

In addition to military aid, 
the U. S. provided $800 million 
in economic aid to Indonesia 
since 1952. Both economic and 
military aid was terminated 
¡n 1965 after Sukarno declared 
war on M a l a y s i a and in 
creased his ties with Red 
China. 
Asked about Soviet aid to 
Indonesia. Secretary R usk re­ 
ported the Kremlin is supply­ 
ing “a limited amount of both 
military and economic aid.” 
“EXCEPT FOR RED CHI- 
i\’A,” he declared, “it is U. S. 
policy to welcome any aid 
other countries are willing to 
extend to Indonesia. She needs 
all the help that can be ob­ 
tained.”

The Case Of An Aroused Citizen 


Against The Federal Tax Boys 


N e v e r underestimate the 
power of . . . an aroused citi­ 
zen. 
Francois Leydet of Belve­ 
dere, 
who decided 
several 
years ago to devote his career 
to writing about conservation, 
thought it was “ high-handed, 
autocratic and unjust” when 
the U.S. Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice handed down a recent de­ 
cision that, since the Sierra 
Club members had been con­ 
tributing money to lobbying 
against dams in the Grand 
Canyon, which the Bureau of 
Reclamation wants to build, 
large donations to the club 
were no longer tax-deductible, 
retroactive to last July. 
Leydet, who has written two 
books on conservation for the 
Sierra Club and is working on 
his third — which deals with 
wildlife and predators — had 
an idea. 


ONE WAY TO get around 
the ruling, he decided, was to 
launch a one-man membership 
drive. Starting with friends and 
acq ua int anc es after New 
Year's Day, he made a list and 
began calling. Without much 
“ selling” work, he enlisted 
more than 50 new member­ 
ships (at $14 a head) by the 
middle of January. 
“ A large number of these 
people were just as outraged 
as I was,” he said, “ and were 
aching to join the club. Others 
had been meaning to join any­ 
way and just hadn’t got 
around to it.” Leydet said he 
only had to mention the club 
and the IRS ruling and “ they 
were in the bag.” 
With his own campaign go­ 
ing successfully, Leydet wrote 
to David Brower, director of 
the Sierra Club office in San 
Francisco, suggesting t ha t 
other members start their own 
membership drives. He figures 
that what the club has lost in 
large contributions can be re­ 
covered in new members’ fees. 
This would have the advantage 
of doubling or tripling the 
club’s membership, which 
would, in turn serve to make 
it a more effective organiza­ 
tion to work its wiles on the 
National Park Service and on 
Congress. 
Leydet has more than a cas­ 
ual interest in the Grand Can­ 


yon, since he researched and 
wrote “ Time and the River 
Flowing: 
G r a n d Canyon” 
which was published by the Si­ 
erra Club in the fall of 1964.

Permit Turned Down 


A proposal to turn a vacant 
warehouse at 20 Front Street 
into a ballroom for teen-agers 
died last night, largely the vic­ 
tim of its own vagueness, at a 
hearing before the San Rafael 
Planning Commission. 
Donald A. Batchelder of Mill 
Valley, applying for a use per­ 
mit, told the commission there 
was need for such an establish­ 
ment in Marin County, but was 
unable to specify the exact na­ 
ture of the enterprise. 


POLICE OBJECT 
In answer to commissioners’ 
questions, he said as many as a 
thousand might attend the pro­ 
posed Friday and Saturday night 
dances, but then again, maybe 
not so many. “What it would all 
lead to,” he said, “is hard to say 
at this point.” 
Strongest objections to the pro­ 
posal came from Police Lt. Lin­ 
coln M. 
Borba, 
representing 
Chief Charles J. Chiesa. 
Borba said large numbers of 
juveniles would creat crowd con­ 
trol problems and be disturbing 
to residents of a nearby apart­ 
ment house. He also found the 
location unsuitable because of 
its proximity to Bermuda Palms 
Motel, where, he noted, liquor 
is sold and ‘ adult shows” are 
put on. 
Barbo also said there were 
several car sale lots nearby and 
that “the temptation would be 
too much for them not to take 
cars . . . possibly damaging 


thousands of dollars in prop­ 
erty.” 


POLICE CRITICIZED 
Batchelder rejoined sharply 
that one of the big failures of the 
police “is in not working with 
people, but in trying to control 
them.” Batchelder said he had 
never encountered any instance 
of drunkenness or any fighting 
at such dance halls, as he pro­ 
posed in San Francisco. 
Commissioner John A. Miski- 
men said to Borba: 
“We’ve 
heard these police objections on 
several occasions. Just where 
would be a suitable place for a 
thing like this, as far as the 
police are concerned?” 
Borba replied that “any iso­ 
lated place” where teen-agers 
could “make all the noise they 
wanted” would be all right. 
Commissioner Jorgen V. Lund- 
ing said that if there were to be 
such a place in San Rafael, he 
favored 
a 
smaller 
operation 
drawing “people from our com­ 
munity rather than from out­ 
side.” He also said he found 
Batchelder’s proposal insuffici­ 
ently planned. 


DOOR LEFT OPEN 
The commissioners denied the 
permit ' on 
Planning Director 
Herbert C. Hotchner’s finding 
that inadequate parking was pro­ 
vided, but left the door open 
to future proposals for a dance 
hall. 
The commission then gave 


swift approval to a use permit 
and architectural plans for a 
Standard Oil gas station at 69 
Mitchell Boulevard, after re­ 
ceiving a letter from Standard 
Oil Co. of California assuring 
that it would install a sidewalk 
in front of its station at Third 
Street and Grand Avenue. 
The permit and architectural 
approval had been held up at 
the previous meeting over the 
sidewalk issue, when Commis­ 
sioner Thomas R. O’Toole as­ 
serted the sidewalk installation 
was eight years overdue. Stand­ 
ard Oil said it had been unaware 
of the obligation and moved 
swiftly to comply.

Movie Monsters' Makeup Has 
Problems With Clear Speaking 


According to Peter Ward Thomas 
of London, constructing teeth for 
movie monsters creates certain prob­ 
lems. It means dreaming up an ap­ 
pliance that could not possibly be 
produced by nature. The device is 
worn over the natural teeth and must 
leave tongue room to allow for nor­ 
mal diction. 
One of the actors in “Carry On 
Screaming,” used teeth with canine 
fangs. When the fangs extended • 
more than Vi-inch longer than 
the existing canines, the per­ 
former could not speak clearly. 
On the other hand, when mon­ 
ster dentition calls for longer 
fangs, the sound can be dubbed 
in afterwards.

The 
teacher salvaged the tooth and 
rushed the child to the dentist’s 
office. The tooth was replaced 
and 11 days later an X - r a y 
showed that it was tight in the 
socket. 
Similar experiences with re­ 
plantation have been reported. 
Save the tooth and bring it to the 
dentist.

New NHL Teoms May Have 3-Year Draught 


NEW YORK (AP) - Clarence 
Campbell, president of the Na­ 
tional Hockey League, believes 
iit will take three years for the 
NHL’s six new expansion teams 
to reach the level of the existing 
^lubs. 
• But after that, warns Camp­ 
éen happily, watch out. 
* Campbell presided over the 
ÍH L ’s 
Board 
of 
Governors 
^eeting which hammered out a 
itocking plan for the new teams 
^ Montreal last week and, al- 
&ough satisfied, he was not i 
^erjoyed with it. 


“ I never met a generous gen­ 
eral manager,” Campbell had 
said after the GMs of the six 
current NHL teams — New 
York, Chicago, Toronto, Mon­ 
treal, Boston and Detroit — had 
demanded and gotten changes 
in a liberal plan upon which the 
governors had agreed. 
The general managers and 
governors finally worked out an 
expansion draft which will allow 
the existing clubs to protect one 
goalie and 11 other players be­ 
fore the new teams make a se­ 
lection. 


But Campbell, acting as “ the 
NHL’s 
conscience,” 
insisted 
that the stocking plan provide 
reinforcement measures to im­ 
prove the new teams after their 
hrst seasons. As a result, clubs 
will be allowed to protect one 
goalie and 14 other players in 
intra-league drafts in 
and 
1969, Previously, the top four 
clubs were allowed to protect 
18, the fifth place team 19 and 
the sixth place finisher 20. 
That, Campbell believes, is 
the key for the new teams — 
Los Angeles, San Francisco- 


Oakland, Minneapolis-St. Paul, 
St. Louis, Pittsburgh and Phila­ 
delphia. 
“ The new teams won’t have 
trouble picking out which 14 to 
protect 
but 
the 
older 
teams.. .they’re going to have 
problems,” Campbell told the 
New York Hockey Writers Asso- 
ciation yesterday. 
“ I visualize definite improve­ 
ment in the new teams by 1968- 
69 because of the backup plan,” 
he said. “ By 1970, they should 
have a glorious field day and I 
hope so.” 


Campbell said he believed 
that after three years the two 
divisions will be on a playing 
par with each other. 
“ And I believe,” he added, 
“ that we’ll be able to have a 
genuinely and thoroughly com­ 
petitive Stanley Cup Playoff 
series between the two divi­ 
sions.” 
Campbell gave no indication 
that plans had been formalized 
for a playoff system for next 
season when the NHL’s new 
teams play their first games.

The twins hail most recently 
from Colorado, where the wea­ 
ther is cold and the wrestling 
programs are well developed, 
starting from the junior high 
school levels. 
It was in Colorado that Ken 
first started wrestling on the 
junior high level. Kirt did not 
start until last year, when he 
and Ken made the Novato var­ 
sity.

Ail Candidates Fail In Baseball Hall Of Fame Voting

NEW YORK (A P)—The base­ 


ball writers failed to elect any 
player 
to 
Baseball’s 
Hall 
of 
Fame today with Joe (Ducky) 


Medwick, the slugging outfielder 
of St. Louis’ Gashouse Gang, 
and pitcher Red Ruffing of the 
New York Yankees missing by 
just seven votes.

other players will get another 
chance for election to the elite 
group this year in a run-off elec­ 
tion with the announcement to 


be made in February. The run­ 
off is not without precedent. 


This year’s election was a spe­ 
cial election since some ineli­ 
gible candidates had received 
votes last year. 


But neither Medwick, who has 
openly campaigned for entry in­ 
to the Hall, or Ruffing, who is 
getting his 18th and final chance 
to be voted in by the writers, 
were able to get the required 75 
per cent of the 292 
votes cast. 
They each drew 212 votes, 
missing by seven of the 219 
needed. 
Roy Campanella, the 
onetime catching great for the 


Brooklyn Dodgers who has been 


paralyzed from the waist down 
since 1958 after an auto acci­ 
dent, was third in the balloting 
with 204 votes. 


Following 
Campanella 
were 
Lou Boudreau, longtime Cleve­ 
land shortstop, with 143 votes. 
Ralph Kiner, Pittsburgh’s slug­ 
ging 
outfielder, 
124; 
Enos 
Slaughter, St. Louis outfielder. 
123; and A1 Lopez, former catch­ 
er who most recently was the 
manager of the Chicago White 
Sox, 114. 


Medwick, 55, has been cam ­ 
paigning for a spot in the Hall i 


O 
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for years but. despite a lifetime 
batting average of .324 with 205 
homers and 1.383 runs batted in 


during his 17-year major league 
career, always has fallen short. 
Medwick had his best season 


during 1937 when he led the Na­ 
tional League with 237 hits, 56 
doubles. 154 runs batted in, a 
.374 batting average and a .988 
fielding average while tying for 
the league lead with 31 homers. 
Although he was named the 
league’s Most Valuable Player 
for that performance, Medwick 
probably is best known for the 
cause celebre he precipitated 
during the 1934 World Series 
against the Detroit Tigers. 
In the seventh gam e, won by 
the Cardinals 11-0, Medwick was 
ordered off the field in the sixth 
inning after he had been bom­ 
barded at his left field position 


by the Detroit fans with over­ 


ripe fruit, vegetables, lunch box­ 


es and newspapers. 
The Tiger fans had become in­ 
censed when Medwick collided 
with 
Detroit 
third 
baseman 
Marv Owen. When he returned 
to his position in the bottom of 
the inning, the barrage began 
and 
Commissioner 
Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis ordered Med­ 
wick off the field. 
Medwick spent most of career 
with the Cardinals but finished 
out with Brooklyn, the New York 
Giants and the Boston Braves. 
The slugging right-handed hitter 


batted .300 or over for 11 con* 


secutive seasons from 1932 to 
1942. 
Ruffing spent 22 seasons in 
the majors, struck out more 
batters than any other right­ 
hander in Yankee history and 
had a won-lost record of 273-225 
with the Yankees, Boston Red 
Sox and Chicago White Sox. 
Ruffing, who won 20 games or 
more in four straight seasons 
from 1936 through 1939, pitched 
in seven World Series, posting 
a 7-2 record. During regular 
season action he struck out 1,987 
batters.

Psychology And Salt Important 


Weapons For A Team Trainer 


Psychology and salt are as im­ 
portant as bandages and pills to a 
team trainer ministering to the aches 
and pains of athletes. Take Leo 
Hughes’ word for it. 
‘'Psychology is one of the big 
weapons of a trainer,” said Hughes 
who succeeded the late Frank Bow­ 
man as trainer of the Giants. 
‘“But 
you can never take a chance with a 
possible serious injury. 
If there is 
any doubt whatsoever, X-rays and an examination by 
a doctor are the only courses to follow. 
‘ As for salt, I’m a great believer in it. 
A salt 
tablet a day creates better circulation for an athlete 
at work, keeps water in pores and prevents them from 
drying. Thus, muscles are kept supple and lubricated, 
not tense and in danger of pulls. 


“A TRAINER can treat muscle spasms or pull? 
but a good one should teach 
players how to 
avoid 
them. Pulled hamstrings usually occur in spring train­ 
ing when players, not yet in shape, overextend them ­ 
selves. And they occur during the season when play­ 
ers are tired.” 
Hughes, a native San Franciscan who was trainer 
for the old Seals, became trainer of the Giants’ Coast 
League farm team at Phoenix when the club moved 
west in 1958. When Bowman suffered a heart attack 
in 1965 Hughes was appointed trainer of the big team. 


WILLIE McCOVEY and most of the rest of pres­ 
ent day Giants, excluding Willie Mays, Jim Davenport 
and Mike McCormick, were minor league patients of 
Hughes. All of them swear by Hughes as a trainer who 
knows his business. He should because he was a stu­ 
dent under the famed Denny Carroll of the old Seals. 
“Carroll had magic in his fingers,” said Hughes. 
“He had moved up from the Seals to the Detroit Tigers 
as trainer by the time I began learning fundamentals 
under Bobby Johnson, Carroll’s successor with the 
Seals. 


“BUT HE STILL took care of Seals needing spe­ 
cial treatm ent and I never missed an opportunity to 
accompany them to Boyes Springs just to watch Car­ 
roll work. 
Fie kept Tony Lazzeri in baseball even 
though Tony had a bad elbow. 
Carroll kept him 
going.” 
Hughes now keeps the Giants going. Last season 
when Juan Marichal sprained an ankle in Chicago the 
initial medical report gave Herman Franks a severe 
case of jitters. The word from a hospital was that the 
Dominican Dandy would be sidelined a month. 


“I CAN’T HAVE our ace out that long,” Franks 
told Hughes. “We just had him on the shelf for more 
than a week because one of his so-called pals slam­ 
med a car door on his finger.” 
Franks then enjoined his team trainer to “Do 
something!’’ Managers always are commanding or ex­ 
horting trainers to “Do something” whenever a player 
has an ache or pain.

After a match, like a wine 
taster who hasn’t been in a cel­ 
lar for years, the boys make 
up for lost crumbs by eating, 
only to have to do it all over 
again. 


FROM COLORADO 
The twins hail most recently 
from Colorado, where the wea­ 
ther is cold and the wrestling 
programs are well developed, 
starting from the junior high 
school levels. 
It was in Colorado that Ken 
first started wrestling on the 
junior high level. Kirt did not 
start until last year, when he 
and Ken made the Novato var­ 
sity. 
Both boys credit Cutler, who 
is generally considered the dean 
of high school wrestling in Ma­ 
rin, with a large part of their 
success. 


“ Mr. Cutler has done a lot for 
us,” both boys echoed. “He con­ 
stantly teaches us new holds, 
different variations and new 
things in practice.” 


SAME WEIGHT 
When the MCAL and North 
Coast tournaments roll around 
this year, a unique situation may 
develop. There will be two com­ 
petitors from the same schoo 
and family at 98 pounds. 
Ken is going to drop down to 
98 pounds. He and Kirt will be 
vying for the same title in both 
tournaments. But since the top

Most Dividends 


Taxable Income 


By PETER JAMES WIKEL, CPA 


Most dividends received on 
stocks you own are tax able in­ 
come. How they are tax ed and 
where you report them depends 
on the kind of dividends you re­ 
ceive. 


The first $100 of ordinary divi­ 
dends 
not 


entitled to a $100 jm 


$100 in d i v i - 
dends, you can 
Wikel 
ex clude only what you receive. 
If your wife receives only $60 
in dividends you cannot use her 
remaining $40 ex clusion to ap­ 
ply against dividends vou re­ 
ceived. 


Ordinary dividends are report- 
j 
ed on page 2, part II, of form 
1040. Ordinarily you will re­ 
ceive a form 1099 information 
return from the paying corpora­ 
tion showing the dividends paid 
to you during the year. 


This should not be attached 
to your tax return, but you 
should keep it in your tax rec­ 
ords file. If you don't receive a 
statement of dividends paid, you 
are still required to report the 
income. 


Some corporations, especially 
mutual 
funds, 
pay 
dividends 
called ‘capital gains dividends.” 
The information form 1099 you 
receive will show these separate­ 
ly. Capital gains dividends are 
tax ed as long term capital gain, 
and should be reported on Sched­ 
ule D, part I, line 8 , form 1040. 
Capital gains dividends are not 
subject to the $100 ex clusion. 


Some corporations, often pub­ 
lic utilities, pay “ return of capi­ 
tal” distributions. Often these 
are included as a certain per­ 
centage of the ordinary divi­ 
dends you receive. Usually the 
paying corporation will inform 
you by letter of the amount of 
its dividends which are consid­ 
ered to be a return of capital 
distribution. Such distributions 
are not tax ed, but they are con­ 
sidered a partial return of your 
cost for the stock.

Most Dividends 
Taxable Income

Most dividends received on 
stocks you own are taxable in- to your tax return, but you 
come. How they are taxed and should keep it in your tax rec- 
where you^report them depends j ords file. If you don’t receive a 
statement of dividends paid, you 
are still required to report the 
income. 
Some corporations, especially 
mutual funds, pay dividends 
called “capital gains dividends.” 
The information form 1099 you 
receive will show these separate­ 
ly. Capital gains dividends are 
taxed as long term capital gain, 
and should be reported on Sched­ 
ule D. part I, line 8, form 1040. 
Capital gains dividends are not 
| subject to the $100 exclusion. 
Some corporations, often pub­ 
lic utilities, pay “return of capi­ 
tal” distributions. Often these 
j are included as a certain per­ 
centage of the ordinary divi­ 
dends you receive. Usually the 
paying corporation will inform 
you by letter of the amount of 
its dividends which are consid­ 
ered to be a return of capital 
distribution. Such distributions 
are not taxed, but they are con­ 
sidered a partial return of your 
cost for the stock. 
In other words, if you ever 


on the kind of dividends you re 
ceive. 
The first $100 of ordinary divi 
dends 
is 
not 
taxed. If you 
and your wife 
both own stocks, 
each of you is 
entitled to a $100 
exclusion, for a 
total of $200 on 
joint return. If 
either of you re­ 
ceive less than 
$100 in d i v i - 
dends, you can 
exclude only what you receive. I 
If your wife receives only $60 
in dividends you cannot use her 
remaining $40 exclusion to ap­ 
ply against dividends you re­ 
ceived. 
Ordinary dividends are report­ 
ed on page 2, part II, of form 
1040. Ordinarily you will re­ 
ceive a form 1099 information 
return from the paying corpora­ 
tion showing the dividends paid 
to you during the year.

Donald Vial of San Rafael told 
the Independent-Joumal yester­ 
day that he and 13 other com­ 
mittee members are submitting 
their resignations in response to 
a demand that they do so. 
received during the weekend 
from Gov. Ronald Reagan’s ap­ 
pointments secretary, Thomas 
C. Reed. 
Two weeks ago. the governor 
appointed Mrs. Kay Valory of 
Lafayette acting counsel to suc­ 
ceed 
Helen 
Nelson 
of 
Mill 
Valley, who resigned the $18,000 
post at the new governor’s re­ 
quest. 
Reagan, who had indicated 
doubt during the election cam­ 
paign 
as 
to 
the 
consumer 
counsel’s value,

Valory would head a study team 
on the necessity of the office.

administration “had rebuffed all 
efforts by the advisory com­ 
mittee” to meet with her and 
discuss the importance of the 
office and its programs.
